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Renominated Nixon To Give 
Acceptance Speech Tonight 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) — 
A confident Richard Nixon, se­ 
lected by cheering Republicans 
as their presidential nominee a 
record third time, is looking al­ 
ready to "the next four years" 
as a united GOP prepares to 
name Spiro T. Agnew 
once 
more as his running-mate. 
Only the renomination of Ag­ 
new, expected to be unanimous 
in contrast to a floor fight four 
years ago, and the acceptance 
speeches of the two nominees 
remain tonight before the Re­ 
publicans end their convention 
and set forth to do battle with 
the Democratic team of George 
McGovern and Sargent Shriver. 
Nixon emphasized in a pair 
of speeches here Tuesday, one 
upon his arrival at Miami In­ 
ternational Airport, the other to 
some 8,000 young supporters 
within the hour of his con­ 
vention triumph, that he in­ 
tends to make a major pitch 
for the vote of young people in 
the fall campaign. 
‘‘We’ve got just as good a 
shot at it as the other side, and 
we’re going to get it," the Pres­ 
ident told a rally in Miami Ma­ 
rine Stadium across Biscayne 
Bay 
from 
Convention 
Hall. 
Just a few minutes earlier, a 
cascade of red, white and blue 
balloons tumbled down upon 
d e l e g a t e s , spectators and 
marching Nixon supporters and 
others floated upwards towards 
the ceiling as vast Convention 
Hall broke into pandemonium

As expected, the roll-call vote 
stood at 1.347 for Nixon, one for 
Rep. Paul N. McCloskey of Cal­ 
ifornia. Rep. Manuel Lujan of 
New Mexico dutifully cast the 
one vote won by McCloskey in 
the state’s primary. 
An array of carefully selected 
speakers, spanning the party’s 
ideological bridge from right to 
left, hailed the President in a 
smooth show of unity that con­ 
trasted sharply with the drawn- 
out displays of division that 
marked the Democratic selec­ 
tion 
of McGovern 
here 
last 
month. 
Outside the hall, meanwhile, 
throngs of youthful antiwar pro­ 
testers 
demonstrated 
in 
the 
rain, jostling some delegates. 
Earlier, police made the first 
mass arrests of week, hauling 
off 212 protesters after they 
pounded cars and jostled pedes­ 
trians outside Convention Hall. 
Sen. James L. Buckley of 
New York, one of those who 
seconded 
Nixon’s 
nomination, 
was escorted into the hall by 
police after about 100 demon­ 
strators 
ringed 
him 
and 
shouted “ murderer.” 
Police, seeking to clear a 
path for delegates, moved some 
600 
protesters 
from 
another 
stretch outside the hall. 
At 
least two persons, one protester 
and one phoographer, were in­ 
jured, neither seriously. They 
said they were hit by police 
clubs. 
Inside the hall, however, par­ 
ty unity reigned with one brief 
exception as the delegates ap­ 
proved a party platform ex­ 
tolling the administration’s vir­ 
tues while criticizing the Demo­ 
crats. 
Delegates from the more con­ 
servative, traditionally Republi­ 
can smaller states, aided by 
the conservative California del­ 
egation, 
captured 
the 
con­ 
vention’s only major fight from 
large-state moderates, winning 
910-434 approval for their plan 
to allocate delegates for the 
1976 convention. 
Brigid Shan ley, a 26-year-old 
New Jersey delegate, said she 
would support a lawsuit against 
the plan. So did Senate GOP 
Leader Hugh Scott of Pennsyl­ 
vania and the liberal Ripon 
Society, which won a court test 
earlier this year against the 
party’s current apportionment 
plan. 
In the background was the 
first maneuvering toward the 
party’s 1976 presidential nomi­ 
nation. Many of those who sup­ 
ported 
the 
plan 
that 
was 
adopted come from states like­ 
ly to support Agnew, if he 
seeks the presidency four years 
hence.

NEW YORK (AP) — FBI 
agents shot and killed one al­ 
leged bank robber and captured 
his accomplice today at Kenne­ 
dy airport as the pair prepaied 
to board a private jet for a 
flight out of the country. Seven 
hostages 
they 
had 
held 
for 
more than 14 hours were un- 
ha» med. 
The gunmen, one a self-ad­ 
mitted homosexual demanding 
the release of his male “wife” 
from a mental ward, had rob­ 
bed a Brooklyn branch of the 
Chase Manhattan bank of $29.- 
000 Tuesday afternoon and then 
held 
the 
employes 
hostage 
when they were surprised by 
pobce. 
The dead man was tentative­ 
ly identified as Salvatore Natu- 
relle, police said. 
In 
a 
bizarre 
drama that 
stretched through the night, the 
gunmen negotiated with FBI 
agents and police on their de­ 
mands for the plane and a car 
to take them to the airport. A 
two-engine 
Hansa 
jet 
was 
brought to the airport about 
2:30 a.m. 
At 
3:40 
a.m. 
a 
limousine 
pulled up in front of the one- 
story bank and the homosexual. 
John Wojtowicz, came out of 
the building with a rifle slung 
over his shoulder o search the 
car. 
Wojtowicz, who had earlier 
demanded the release of his 
male “wife” from a hospital 
psychiatric 
ward, 
then 
sur­ 
veyed the 
street, 
apparently 
looking for the hidden police 
sharpshooter. 
Satisfied, he got into the car 
with his accomplice, the hos­ 


tages and an FBI agent for the 
driver. They drove off for the 
airport, arriving there at 4:45 
a.m. 
John 
F. 
Malone, 
special 
agent in charge of the FBI’s 
New York office, told a news 
conference that his assistant, 
Richard Baker, walked up to 
the limousine as it reached the 
plane and talked to the men in­ 
side. 
While he was talking, the 
agent-driver, who was not iden­ 
tified, pulled his gun and fired 
one shot, fatally wounding one 
man in the chest. The shooting 
took place at a remote runway 
neai Jamaica Bay at the south­ 
ern end of the huge jetport. 
Malone said the agents recov­ 
ered from the limousine the 
$29.000 taken from the bank 
and three guns, a .38-caliber 
snuh nosed pistol, a shotgun 
and a 30-06 rifle. 
The gunmen originally seized 
nine hostages but released the 
bank guard, Calvin Jones, three 
hours after the holdup, and left, 
one woman hostage when they 
drove off with six other womgn 
and the bank manager. 
The 13-hour drama 
at the 
bank was punctuated by sev­ 
eral bizarre incidents. Homo­ 
sexual 
friends 
of 
Wojtowicz 
came to visit him at the bank 
and kissed him as he stood in 
the doorway u'hile a crowd of 
hundreds of onlookers cheered. 
About 11 p.m. the gunmen got 
hungry and asked FBI agents 
to go for pizzas and soda. When 
they returned, the agents sam­ 
pled the food before leaving it 
in the doorway, apparently at 
the gunmen’s directions.

Brundage For 1st Time In 20 Years

emotion, said today the Olym­ 
pic movement is dead if—as in 
the case of the Rhodesian-Afri­ 
c a n 
controversy-^rinciptes 
coo.tinue to be .s.acr:lficed lor ^ex­ 
pediency. 
“It’s the fi'rst tim.e :in. 29 
years that the committee has 
gone against me,” the retiring 
84-year-old champion of Olym­ 
pic purity and idealism added. 
“I am heartsick.” 
The 
International 
Olympic 
Committee, 
faced 
with 
threat of a walkout by African 
nations and sympathetic Ameri­ 
can blacks, voted 36-31 with 
three abstentions Tuesday night 
to expel the little Rhodesian 
team from the Munich Games. 
“It was a blatant intrusion of 
politics,” Brundage said. “They 
had a gun to our beads. It was 
political blackmail—nothing but 
blackmail—and we gave in. 
“I fought as hard as I could, 
but I lost.” 
The Rhodesians, consisting of 
35 white and eight black athlet­ 
es, were ousted on the fragile 
technicality of passport identi­ 
fication after fulfillng aE other 
oblgations. 
White-controlled Rhodesia, a 
former British colony which de- 
claied its independence in 1965, 
was admitted to the Games by 
the IOC a year ago with the 
stipulation 
that 
its 
athletes 
compete as British subjects and 


Ufa thi British hymn and flag. 
At the time, tfaa African bloc 
went along with the agraemcnt, 
apparently feeling tb it Rho­ 
desia would rtfuaa to fiald a 
ttam undar such conditions. 
When the Rhodasisns abowed 
up in Munich, wearing idenfi- 
ficatioo cards labelled “South 
Rhodesa, Britiah subject” end 
flying British colors, the Afri­ 
cans were caught off guard. 
They raised a new protest 
that the Rhodesians did not 
have British passports and it 
was on this flimsy ground that 
tha IOC took its compromising 
positiim. 
“After years of discussion, 
we thought we had everything 
worked out.” Brundage aaid. 
“The 
Rhodesians met every 
condition. 
“We were horrified, shocked 
and surprised when at the last 
minute tho Africans raised the 
issue again.

BRANTFORD, Canada (AP) 
— When Ruth Bartlett first 
started buying cattle, she says 
her male competition minded. 
“They used to give me a 
rough time, but not any more. 
“They would make wise­ 
cracks about some of the 
calves I bought. Sometimes 
they would run me up in the 


bidding and try to leave me 
stuck with too high a price. 
That doesn't happen too much 
now.” 
Mrs. Bartlett is believed to 
he the only woman cattle order 
buyer in Canada. She started 11 
years ago. buying for the farm 
she and her husband Ray have 
at Hagersville. 


"I had been buying some 
calves for ourselves, when one 
of the buyers for Monarch sug­ 
gested I buy for them. I've 
been buying ever since.” 
Order buying involves know­ 
ing what her customers want. 
One firm may like lean calves, 
another may want a little more 
finish or a. heavier weight. 
A cattle buyer must be aide 
to appraise the weight oí a calf 
when it walks into the riñe. 


When she bids 50' cents a pound 
for a veal calf that weighs 240 
pounds, that s S120 of someone 
else’s money she is spending. 
She may buy 60 or 70 calves a 
day. and a cent a pound can 
affect a packer's profit or loss. 
Mrs.. Bartlett has become the 
biggest buyer at local auction 
centers, and she says that 
brings its own problems. 
She says she has to be care­ 
ful that she is not “run up” by 


someone who knows her buying 
power. She also has to allow 
the competition to buy some 
calves. 
“It works both wavs.”

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College Residency Rules Causing Stir

C o l l e g e 
administrators 
throughout the country are 
waiting anxiously to see if the 
courts will strike down higher 
tuition costs for nonresident 
students at state-supported in­ 
stitutions. 
Meanwhile, K e n t u c k y and 
most of its neighbors have tak­ 
en a new look at their residen­ 
cy requirements and, in some 
cases, made major revisions 
within the past year. 
The Kentucky Council on 
Public Higher Education made 
only minor changes in its basic 
guidelines at its meeting in 
Frankfort this month. More 
substantial changes have come 
in Ohio and Tennessee. 
New rules agreed to last 
week by the Tennessee State 
Board 
of Education 
were 
prompted partly by suits filed 
against the University of Ten­ 
nessee and Memphis State Uni­ 
versity challenging the state's 
dual tuition system. 
"It is imperative that we 
have a sound definition of out- 
of-state students to take to 
court," said Memphis State 
President C.C. Humphreys. 
So far, Tennessee is the only 
nearby state where such suits 
have been filed, although there 
have been others around the 
country. 
If the dual system were de­ 
clared unconstitutional, Ken­ 
tucky would stand to lose near­ 
ly $7 million while its neighbors 
■could lose more than $60 mil­ 
lion.As a general rule of thumb 
most states in this area require 
at least a year’s residence to 
qualify for in-state tuition or 
adequate proof that a student 
or his parents, who move to a 
state, plan to live there per­ 
manently.

If a student is under 18, the 
rules apply to his parents. Stu­ 
dents over 18 who come from 
another state and seek resident 
status must prove they intend 
to make Kentucky their per­ 
manent home by buying prop­ 
erty, getting a fulltime job or 
some other means. 
TENNESSEE 
Tennessee’s new rules re­ 
quire 12 months residence prior 
to enrollment or proof that toe. 
student or his parents plan to 
live in the state permanently. 
One of the new rules, however, 
allows students already en­ 
rolled, whose parents move 
from the state, to retain their 
resident status so long as their 
enrollment is continuous. 
Dr. John Folger, executive 
director of the Tennessee High­ 
er Education Commission, said 
loss of nonstate tuition could to­ 
tal $8 million. 
OHIO 
Ohio’s requirements, adopted 
last December, basically paral­ 
lel Tennessee’s by requiring 12 
months residency or proof of 
permanence prior to enrolling. 
Dwane Rogers, director of 
management information for 
toe Ohio Board of Regents, said 
loss of out-of-state tuition could 
total $25 million to $30 million. 
INDIANA 
The Indiana State Comis­ 
sion for Higher Education, es­ 
tablished last September, is 
studying ways to standardize 
residency policies now set by 
individual schools. 
I n d i a n a University, the 
state’s major institution, last 
month adopted new rules which 
require 12 months residence 
immediately prior to the begin­ 
ning of classes. The previous 
requirement was six months. 
The new rules permit a mi­ 
nor student to waive the 12- 
month requirement if his par­ 
ents establish permanent resi­ 


dence. Previously a family had 
to live in the state six months 
regardless of its intent to stay 
there. 
Unlike 
Kentucky, students 
who otherwise would be non­ 
residents can’t gain resident 
status by marriage. At the same 
time Indiana students may con­ 
tinue to pay resident fees if 
they marry someone outside 
the state. In fact, once a stu­ 
dent is accepted as a resident 
he retains that status in­ 
definitely, even if he drops out 
of school and leaves the state. 
Deputy Commissioner Rich­ 
ard Gohman said a recent 
study concluded Indiana would 
lose about $11 million annually 
without nonresident tuition. 
WEST VIRGINIA 
West 
Virginia 
guidelines, 
which went into effect last fall, 
alsc require 12 months resi­ 
dence prior to registration or 
proof of permanence. Asked 
how much money would be lost 
if out-of-state fees were abolish­ 
ed, a spokesman for the state 
board of regents replied only, 
“a lot." 
ILLINOIS 
Each school in Illinois sets its 
own policy, but most require a 
minimum six months residence 
by a student, or his parents if 
the student is under 21. Loss of 
revenue from abolishing out-of- 
state fees was estimated at $7.5 
million. 
VIRGINIA 
Individual schools also deter­ 
mine resident status in Vir­ 
ginia, but largely it follows cri­ 
teria used for determining vot­ 
ing status and involves proof of 
residency permanence. It is es­ 
timated the state would lose 
$9.5 million without nonresident 
fees. 
MISSOURI 
Resident status in Missouri 
requires living in the state 12 
months. 'There was no available 
estimate how much would be 
lost if out-of-state fees were 
abolished.

■on time. 
The idea is to go from recep­ 
tion to dinner, to dance, to bar, 
at a rate of speed that leaves 
no time to think about how 
sparse the political action has 
been. 
Indiana deelgates have a bet­ 
ter excuse than most because 
their events are aiming the so­ 
cial spotlight on the ambitions 
of Indianapolis Mayor Richard 
Lugar. There are other candi­ 
dates and causes, however, and 
the official agenda for the week 
lists 28 receptions and dinners. 
That does not include coffees, 
brunches, luncheons and pri­ 
vate parties. 
Monday night it was an inti­ 
mate buffet among the azaleas 
and bougainvillea at the Golden 
Beach home of Indianapolis 
businessman Harrison Eitel- 
jorg.An 80-foot blue and white 
tent, complete with chandeliers, 
was strung between palm trees. 
Under it, two hundred dele­ 
gates and friends were served 
an Italian dinner cooked by 
Marcella, an exclusive Miami 
cater ess, and offered in silver 
chafing dishes. 
Why spend several thousand 
dollars to have dinner on the 
beach? Eiteljorg says it was 
because he likes Mayor Lugar. 
“I think very high of Dick 
Lugar and what he’s done for 
Indianapolis," he said. “Fd like 
to see this young man go some­ 
where. I don’t know where his 
ambitions lie, but he’s quali- 
fied."
